A Coroner's Inquest differs greatly fram pro- 
ceedings before a Magistrate for an indictable 
offence, In Proceedings befdre a Magistrate the 
party-accuscdhas a statutory right to be present, 
and by himself,"his Attorney or Council lo cross 
examine the witnesses produced against him, 
and in England under a compatatively recent 
act, not in force-here, to call witnesses that may 
be material to his defence before the Magistrate, 
and of having them bound over to, appear. 

At a Coroner’s Inquest the enquiry is into,the 
cause of ‘death, and if the Jury is satisfied that 
death has been caused by any individual to 
-return_n verdict accordingly, The Coroner_h: 
undoubtedly great discretion as sto the way, 
‘which Coroner's Inquests are to,be conducted. 
It seems from'the authorities that he may in his 
discretion even exclude a party suspected or ac- 
cused from the enquiry; he may in his discretion 
permit or refuse ‘such party the assistance 
attorney or counsel'and although he ought to 
examine all persons who can offer any evidence 
as to the cause of death and take down the 
evidence in writing yet the Coroner must have 
the control of the proceedings and act accord- 
ing tovhis discretion, The reason of his decision 
"cannot be tried in an action according tothe case 
of Garret v, Fewand'6 B, & C. 623, and his 
discretion ought not: to be interfered with, as it 
scéms to me, even by the Supreme Court in a 
pending enquiry. 

It would be impossible for the Court of Queen's 
Bench sitting only at intervals to entertain the 
jurisdiction applicd for in thiscase, Were it en- 
tertained it would paralyze the administration of 
justice in all inferior Courts and seriously inter- 
fere with the regular business of the higher 
Similar and repeated applications could 
casily be made in every defended case and could 
be extended to every question ‘or. point raised 
which the Judge of an inferior Court decided 
against the party applying for a mandamus. 

In every case that I have examined where 
questions have been raised as to the conduct or 
roceedings of a Court of inferior jurisdiction, 
Fovaver it’ may have been ‘brought before the, 
-Court of Queen's Bench, the Court-has invariably 
required that the matter shall be finally dealt 
with before it has interfered in any way, and in 
all appellate Courts the same rule has prevailed, 

Even supposing a writ of mandamus could 


‘ properly issue in a pending case the Court would 
i 


ave to be satibfied that the Coronerhad distinctly 
refused to allow’ the applicant to exercise. some 
legal right. Mr. Francis contends that the ap- 
plicant had a right, cither by himself or his 
Attorney or Counsel, to cross cxamine the wit- 
nesses called and examined by the Coroner, but it 
seems to me that unless.n man has a: legal right 
by himself, his Attorney or Counsel, to be present 
at an enquiry, he cannot possibly have any legal 
right to cross cxamine the witnesses examined , 
thereat. .If he has ,no opportunity. of cross 


| examining the witnesses however, it must be now 


taken as decided that: depositions taken at a 
Coroner's inquest will not be read in evidence 
on,a criminal charge unless the party charg 
had an opportunity at the inquest of crossexamin- 
ing the.party whose ‘deposition is tendered in 
evidenceagainst him, (See Archbold Cr. Practicep. 
352.) Conceiving that this matter isnot properly 
beforethe Court, and as it is an entirely ex parte 
application, ] do not considér that it would be pro- 
perfor me.to express any opinions upon the 
statements made in the affidavit to ground the 
motion, which I cannot,accept in the absence of 
Any statements or explanations ofthe Coroner as 
absolutely correct,’ * : 
The Coroner must exercise his discretion in a 
case pending before him. He has not sought the 
direction of the Court, and I doubt whether upon 
the authoritics any directions could properly be 
given him. » If he deprives any person’ of, his 
tights or acts improperly in any way, there is no 
doubt a remedy, but that remedy ‘is not in my 
opinion to be obtained by such person coming 
to this Court to ask it to instruct the Coroner as 
.to his duties or the course that he is, to adopt in 
a pending enquiry. Amongst. other cases | have 
‘referred to isthe case of ex patte Morgan in 
which a mandamus was applied for. Inthat case

THE STRANDING OF THE.’ 
STEANER “\ WUHU," 
Se 
WRECK OF THE VESSEL, 

‘We announced dn Monday, after’ the arrival 
here’ from Hankow of the steamer Swaé, that the 
Wuhu, belonging to the China Navigation 
Company, a steamer of.1,600 tons register, and 

commanded by Captain Mackay, had gonc:ashore 
on the Langshan Crossing...At first it was 
thought that it was a simple case of grounding, 
ong, of those occurrences that are so frequent on 
the Yangtsze ; but from the latest information, 
which arrived to-day, (January toth), we'are in. 
formed that the vessel is inp very critical condi- 
tion, ifshe is not already a total wreck, The 
Waku let Shanghai on mena morning last, 
and onthe afternoon ofthe same day she stranded 
near the lower Vine Point Buoy, near the Lang- 
shan Crossing. The accident, itis said, was the 
result of the buoys being obscured from the view of 
thesteamer by junks, and the result was that the | 
steamer ran out of the usual channel of naviga- 
tion. Where the Wu/ grounded there is very 
little water, and at low tide the bankis nearly 
dry. When the Shanghai came down the river 
it was belicved that she could easily be got off, 
and Captain Martin had a tow-rope fastened to 
the Wuhu, at the bow, and ‘hauled her round a 
little, It is now said‘ that the strain of towin; 
‘was so'great as to scriously injure the strande 
vessel amidships. Whether this was so or not, 
ig not, we believe, definitely knawn in Shanghai, 
but there was no reason to. believe such was the 
case at the actual time of the towing, and the 
Shanghat 10k her and came on to Shanghai. 
Captain Martin, of the Shanghai, was apparently: 
under the impression that the Wiuiu, petit 
firmly aground, had not sustained the slightest da- 
mage, andthat she would easily get offatter being 
Vghtened of her cargo. Unfortunately, however, 
on Monday night there was a hard blow from the 
N.W., and the WuAu, it ig rumoured, suffered 
badly, being bent out. of shape, and it was feared 
that she was beginning to break up, The creake 
ing of her upper works is described to us by a 
foreigner as having resembled the nolse of five 
hundred: carpenters. working on board, while 
natives have it that there were two or three col- 
lisions on board. So perilous became her posi- 
tlon that the crew took to the boats, ‘and spent 2 
night of great: privation.. They could not, stop 
alongside the vessel, and some of them landed, 
while others succeeded in engaging a papico, 
which they took shelter and anchored
